MOSQUITO BITEs, 


“I should love the country if there 
were not So many beasts in it,” a girl 
said the other day as she put the fin- 
ishing touches to her packing, 

She was going to spend the summer 
in Canada fishing where the mosquito 
and a—species of black fly vie with 
each other in attentions to the unwary, 
Of the 2 evils the fly is certainly the 
one to be’ avaoided, for its bite leaves 
a small triangular scar, which is both 
unsightly and painful, Visitors, until 
they learn wisdom, are perfect martyrs 
to this pest. 

There seems to be no Satisfactory 
explanation why some people are q 
source of attraction to mosquitoes and 
even more obnoxious insects while 
others go scot free from such annoy- 
ance. 

Pennyroyal is a most effectual and 
harmless means of defence, for, warn- 
ed by the smell, the mosquite will net 
approach its neighborhood. At night 
it should be put all over the face and 
hands, and even the arms, .f they are 
exposed, 

It will not injure the skin in any 
way. and the only unpleasant thing 
about it is the smell. It may be 
sprinkled on the pillow or a handker- 
chief by those who object to having 
it on the face, but it is not, of course, 
so efficacious used in this way, as it 
evaporates quickly. 

Spirits of peppermint may be used 
if preferred, but it should not be put 
on the face, because of its drying ef- 
fect on the skin. A spfig of mint laid 
on the pillow is a pleasant remedy. 

Pyrethrum is, of course, excellent. 
Take a tablespoonful and build it into 
a little pyramid on a plate or a piece 
of tin; then apply a: match and leave 
the powder to smoulder, having first 
closed windows and doors. 

The fumes and smoke will stupefy 
and bewilder both mosquitoes and flies 
and they will not recover for some time 
even when ventilation is again estab- 
lished in the room. 

Some spirits of camphor should al- 
ways be within reach in the summer 
months and if applied at once wil! 
allay the irritation caused by a mos- 
quito bite, and, being antiseptic, wi?l 
heal it very quickly. Tobacco protects 
the smoker only, and the person seated 
nearest to him falls a victim to a 
double share of torture.

CZAR STILL RULES IN ALASKA. | SUMMER GLOVE EMBROIDERY. 


There are many remote region in the 
interior of far away Alaska, under Ani- 
erican rule where the czar of Russi. 
still holds the faithful allegiance of 
hundreds of former subjects, where 
his word as the head of the Russian 
church means more to the people than 
a_law of the United, States congress 
or a ruling of the U. S. courts. 

These peopie are descendants of 
mixed Russian’and native stock and 
the active proselyting of the repre- 
sentatives of the Russian church «as 
kept them Joyal to the “Little a- 
ther’ and has led them to accept hin 
as their temporal ruler, although 40 
years have passed since the signing cf 
the treaty which conveyed the country 
to the United States. 

In these gettlements the Russian 
language is almost exclusively  spo- 
ken, missions are maintained by the 
Russian church and schools conductec. 
under the auspices of those missions. 

In many respects the people are as 
thoroughly Russian in both appear- 
ance and allegiance as are the peop.ec 
in the outlying portions of Siberia on 
opposite coast of Behring sea. 


Of the 60,000 people living in Alas- 
ka one-sixth are communicants of the 
Russian orthodox church, The churen 
maintains in the districts 16 parishes, 
38 missions and 30 schools having a 
total of 740 children in attendance. 

The total enrollment in the 33 
public schools maintained in the dis- 
trict by the U. S. government is 2100 
only three times as large as that at the 
Russian schools. 


In all there are 106 missions main- 
tained in Alaska by different religious 
denominations of which the Russian 
church maintains 38. While the Rus- 
sian religious influence is hardly the 
dominant influence in Alaska it is 
easily the largest religious influence, 
and is probably the dominant influence 
among the native population, since 


many of the churches, notably the 
Congregational and Episcopal, devote 
their energies largely to the white 


settlements. 


The Russian missions are maintain- 
ed in remote settlements where the 
| population is chiefly native or a mix- 
ture of native and Russian. 


It is difficult for most Americans 
to understand how an absolute auto- 
crat like the czar of Russia has so 
long held the unswerving allegiance 
of millions of people. A key to che 
enigma may be found in any one of 
| the thousands of modest homes in the 

district of Alaska, In the humble cah- 
in of the .average Indian river plot 
en the Yukon river, in the shack of 
the Aleut fisherman, on any of the 
Aleutian islands, or in the miserapie 
| igloo of the Esk may be fotind hang- 

ing side by side two highly color d 

prints; one that of the meek and low- 
‘ly Nazarene, anq the other that 0f 

the czar of Russia, the head of the 

Russian Greek Eastern Ortho lox 

church.

well, and that no loyal and devout 


member of the church should take up |

la LUNAR RAINBOW IS SEEN IN 
GEORGIA. 


A curious and unusual phenomenon 
in the form of a rainbow, for which the 
moon instead of the sun furnished the 
light, was observed here on the night 
of June 19. 

A heavy rainstorm, accompanied by 
considerable thunder, occurred just be- 
fore moonrise. As the clouds retired to 
the west the luminary rose and the 
bow was first observed, only the ex- 
tremities for about 25 degrees being 
visible, the moon at the time being 
concealed behind a small cloud. For 
| about 20 minutes the bow increased in 
| brightness, and at the end of that time 
could be clearly traced throughout its 
eutire length. At each end the red 
and blue colors could be plainly dis- 
tinguished. but the remainder of the 
arc showed only as a_ tight streak 
across the clouds. 

The conditions for the phenomonen 
| were almost ideal, the moon being but 
a few days past full, the cloud screen 
occupying the proper position, and, as

Baron Komura, foreign minister and 
chief plenipotentiary of Japan, on 
reaching New York with his suit was 
met by the resident Japanese officials 
and a group of Japanese merchants. 
Speaking for the baron, Mr. Sato said 
that the war had already cost 570,000 
men, of whom 370,000 were Russians, 
The Japanese expenditure of money 
was estimated at $700,000,000, and it 
was the intention of Japan to ask an 
indemnity to cover all losses rather 
than the assurance of withdrawal from 
the disputed territory. 

Baron Komura is regarded as one of 
Japan's greatest 
statesmen, all 
the more because 
heisnot of one of 
the four feudal 
clans and has 
foreed his way 
upward on mer- 
it.

Chautauqua Governor La Follette of 
Wisconsin said that the representative 
character of our government was in 
greater peril than-at any time before 
in its history. He insisted that the II- 
linois law of freight rates was not be- 
ing enforced and said he would like the 
job of hunging Stuyvesant Fish, pres- 
ident of the Illinois Central, for oblig- 
ing the people to submit to such in- 
ferior accommodations. Of John D. 
Rockefeller he had this to say: “Rocke- 
feller gives lots of money, but he is in 
all kinds of business, strangling and 
throttling one after another, and if he 
could live a million years he could not 
expiate for the crimes committed by 
robbing his competitors.” 


Porto Rico Seeks Home Rule. 
Delegates representing sixty-five mu- 
nicipalities jn Porto Rico, selected 
from both political parties, have as- 
sembled in convention at San Juan and 
drawn up a memorial to congress. It 
complains that the power of the execu- 
tive council appointed by the president 
{is still preponderant. It proposes that 
a senate be organized with two mem- 
bers from each of seven districts and 
that the heads of departments be nam- 
ed by the president with the consent 
of this senate. Municipal autonomy ts 
also desired. The movement was in- 
itiated by MYyyor Todd of San Juan 
with a view to stemming the tide of 
anti-American feeling. One result was 
the organization of the Porto Rico Mu- 
nicipal league, headed by Mayor Todd. 


Senator Mitchell Sentenced. 

At Portland, Ore., United States Sen- 
ator John H. Mitchell was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $1,000 and to serve, 
six months imprisonment for having 
used his office to further the law prac- 
tice of the firm of Mitchell & Tanner. | 
The execution of the sentence was de- 


ferred pending a review of the case 
by the supreme court, and Mr. Mitchell 
is free under $2,000 bail. In pronounc- 
ing the sentence Judge D. Haven said 
that he had given consideration to the 
age-of ,the defendant in mitigation of 
punishment, also to the fact that he 


| is forever disqualified from holding of- 


fice. The maximum penalty is two 
years and $10,000 fine.

Cotton Leak Witnesses Flee. 

Just as the grand jury investigation 
of the agricultural department's fraud 
cases had got under way it became 
known that John Hyde, former statis- 
tician of the department, had got away 
from two agents of the secret service 
and had sailed for Europe, while the 
former associate statistician, Holmes, 
was believed to have fied to Canada. 
One disclosure made by the investi- 
gation was that the woman mentioned 
as having extraordinary power in the 
department was found to have bor- 
rowed money extensively from Hyde 
on notes indorsed by Holmes, At the 
same time the resignation of Mrs. Ber- 
tha Burch, who was sténographer to 
Mr. Hyde, was accepted by Secretary 
Wilson. She is said to have been the 
woman with the power behind the 
throne during Hyde’s administration. 
Frederick A. Veckham and Moses 
Haas, New York cotton brokers, re- 
fused to answer questions put by Dis- 
trict Attorney Beach and were required 
to show cause why they should not be 
punished for &gntempt. They refused 
even to admit at they were ac- 
quainted with Holmes. 


Investigating Town Topics. 

The examination of the books of the 
Town Topics company by the New 
York law authorities not only disclosed 
a long list of prominent men and wom. 
en who hed paid large sums for a sub- 
scription to the unpublished society 
book known as “Fads and Fancies,” 
but also implicated Justice Deuel in- 
ferentially by showing that he had 
been receiving a salary of $1,200 from 
the company, presumably for legal ad- 
vice, Colonel W. D. Mann, the proprie- 
tor of the alleged blackmailing sheet, 
got. home from Europe and asserted 
that all of these various transactions 
were strictly legal, Incidentally he re- 
marked that both President Roosevelt 
and ex-President Cleveland had sent 
their photographs and life sketches to 
be ineluded in the book. This was 
contrary to the denial issued for the 
president at Oyster Bay. The books of 
the Smart Set company, owned by the 
Town Topics people, were also inspect- 
ed by the district attorney. It was es- 
timated that the eighty persons who 
had subscribed to “Fads and Fancles” 
had given up $140,000.

RELIGIOUS 


Adler's Idea of God. 

Expressing dissatisfaction with the 
existing “mush of religious sentiment” 
and with the “vague, blurred outlines 
of thought on the greatest of all sub- 
jects,” Professor Felix Adler in his 
latest book, “The Religion of Duty,” 
affirms three’ beliefs which he, cannot 
give up while retaining a courageous 
attitude toward life. They are, “The 
idea of righteousness, the idea that Jus- 
tice will gain the ascendant, and that 
there is a sublime purpose in things.” 
He believes that there is a higher be- 
ing, “an ultimate divine reality in 
things,” but this being “is not a man, 
is not he or she or it, did not make the 
world as a carpenter makes a table 
or as an architect builds a house.” On 
moral grounds only be assumes the 
existence of such a being, for there is 
a power back of the effort toward 
righteousness which gives effect to it 
beyond our finite power. The form 
of theism he cannot use, but accepts 
the content. As to creeds, Dr. Adler 
contends that as opposed to the scien- 
tific certainty of agnosticism there is 
a moral certainty based on truth nec- 
essarily tnferred from moral expert- 
ence, and in affirming the existence of 
a higher power he takes a step be- 
yond the agnostic. 

Hindoo Here With a Mission. 

P. Ramanathan, a wealthy and ex- 
alted Hindoo missionary, has. arrived 
at New York to attend the religious 
conference at Greenacre, Me., and to 
begin a series of lectures in American 
cities. This Hindoo lawyer is a leader 
of the Tamil race in Ceylon, has been 
educated in England and is looked up 
to by his people as a knower of God, 
or Brahma Jnain. Hs lectures will be 
upon the unity of faith. He aims to 
show the harmonization of the Chris- 
tian and Indian religions. For thirteen 
years he has been solicitor general for 
the British throne at Ceylon. 

Nordau Heads Zion Congress. 

Max Nordau, the famous French 
criminologist, has been elected presi- 
dent of the seventh congress of Zion- 
ists at Basle, Switzerland. Over a 
thousand delegates were present from 
twenty-two countries.

HEALTH THROUGH HYGIENE. 


By Dr. Emma E, Walker. 


The chief test of the value of gen- 
eral excercisés is the number of mus- 
cles which it brings into play. Rowing 
meets this test perhaps better than 


any other sport. There is hardly a 
muscle in the body which does nat 
play in part. 

The abdominal muscles are called 
upon in the forward ‘swing, while in 
the backward pul] the long back muse- 
les are brought into use. The quick 
“fisherman's stroke” will develop the 
biceps of your arms, while your long 
steady pull, with feet well braced, 
makes your thighs hard and firm, 

Vary your stroke, and learn to pull 
against the elements, wind anda tide, 
sn all kinds of weather. 

Rowing gives a_ certain vigorous 
inimitable. The for- 
ward and backward swing form a pen- 
dulum-like movement which ce:tres 
iu the hips. And grace in walking, 
you know, is absolutely dependent ups» 
on a free play of the hips, 

The breath comes and goes in hare 
mony with the motion. Note how the 
breath is held at the height of the exe 
ercise, aS you are giving the pull; 
how you breathe in as you lean fore 
ward for the stretch; how you breathe 
out after the pull. 

Although so0 many muscles are 
brought into play, the exertion is welt 
distributed, and so causes no great 
local fatigue. 

Rowing improves the carriage, mak- 
ing it graceful and erect. It arches 
the chest and makes it strong. It 
quickens the circulation and increases 
the activity of the skin. It js fine for 
deep breathing, and so purifies the 
blood, 

For the girl who is too fat, it is ex- 
cellent, for this extra tissue will he 
quickly used up. 

As in other exercises, rowing should 
be promperly done, or harm may re- 
sult. If you bend your head over, and 
crook your back, and contract your 
chest, your arms will do all of the work 
and thé other muscles will gain no 
benefit. It is a great mistake to think 
that the arms bear the brunt of. this 
exercise. 

A good rower always sits well, If 
you can see the attitude of the rower 
before she begins her work, you can 
almost invariably fortell the kind of 
stroke that will follow. The back 
should always be held rigid, and the 
swing should come from the hips. 

The art of pulling evenly and equai- 
ly with both hands is the. result of 
long practice. The shoulders snould

WATTERSON ON PAUL JONES 


Even Hanchette, the French 
authority, speaks of Jones ag having 
died in great wretchedness, obscure 
and poor, It is such outrageous per. 
versions of truth that I have felt im- 
pelled to meet ang combat, 

After the war of the revolution 
Jones was received in London with the 
greatest distinction. The Army an1 
Navy Club delighted to honor him, 
Burke and Fox were his familiars, 
Horace Walpole was his intimate 
friend. To them all he was “dear 
Paul.” 

The only act of “piracy” ever al- 
leged against him- was his descent up- 
on Selkirk Castle, when some of his 
men, failing to find Lord Selkirk, car. 
ried away the family plate, Learning 
of the pillage, Jones immediately af. 
ter getting back to Brest, Purchaseq 
it out of his own pocket and returned 
it to Lady Selkirk with a letter of 
apology. 

The Selkirks thence forward were 
among his most ardent adm,.rers, __ 

In his last illness the king of France 
sent daily to ask for his health, Had 
he lived a week longer he would have 
been admiral of France. The French 
assembly rose upon its feet and stood 
uncovered while the resolution of re- 
spect was being passed. He left a 
large sum of money to his two sur- 
viving sisters. He died the ranking 
officer of the American navy. 

Three weeks after his death letters 
came from Washington and Jefferson 
placing our marine interests in Eu- 
rope in his hands and authorizing him 
to organize an expedition to go af- 
ter the Barbary pirates. He stood in 
the relation of a son to Franklin, of 
a brother to_ Jefferson, possessing the 
fullest confidence of the Father of 
his Country. Whenever he appears 
upon the written page we see not on- 
lv a naval commander but a states. 
man, his writing, in its calm wisdom 
and crystal lucidity, reminding us of 
the writing of Abraham Lincoln. 

Personally he was the most captt. 
vating of men, handsome and gentle 
When he came back from his Won- 
derful sea fight the Duchess of Orleans 
lodged him in the Palais Royal. The 
king made him a chevalier of France, 
‘Paris went wild. In the court, in the 
highest French society, he was liter. 
ally “a howling swell,” though he him- 
self did none of the “howling.” There 
is not a blot on his escutcheon. 

The day which witnesses the arrival 
of his remains in American waters 
should be celebrated all over the 
United States as a holiday.—Hendy 
Watterson in Louisville Courier-Jour-

LOWELL, July 31—The 
company, which, it is 
will) be absorbed by’ the American 
woolen company, Was incorporated in 
1830, Gen. B. F. Butler for many years 
before his death was a large stock- 
holder of the company and it has been 
anderstood that a large proportion m 
the stock was owned by his family.

Th. paid-up capital of the company 
at the start was $100,000, which was 
afterward increased to $1,000,00€. For 


1° years after incorporation large div- 
i1derds were paid, but during the paric 
of 1857 the machinery was. stopped in 
the mills of the company. 

Later the company was reorganized 


with the capital reduced to $500,000. 
This was subsequently increased my 
stock dividends to $750,000. During 


the panic of 1874 work was net regular 
for employes and there have ben 
stoppages several times since. 

It was a surprise to many operatives 
when the order to stop was given seme 
weeks ago, as there were many orders 
for goods on hand. The reason given 
was that the boilers needed repairing 
It was a surprise also when the order 
was given Sunday night to r°sunie 
work and many operatives who were 
not reached by overseers or second 
bands did not report until noon tcday.

Since that 
time the company has not paid divi- 
dends, The shares do not appear in 
the market very often, but the quota- 
tion of the last selling was $165 3-4 
last year. The par value is #100 4 
share.
